5.“DS-1" meansdigital signal, level 1. A DS-1 has 24 circuits and means the 1.544 Mbpsfirst-level signal in the
time-division multiplex hierarchy. In the time-division multiplexing hierarchy of the telephone network, DS-1 istheinitia
level of multiplexing and has 24 circuits. Thereare 28 DS-1sinaDS-3.

6. “DS-3" meansdigital signal, level 3. In thetime-division multiplexing hierarchy of the telephone network, DS-3 is defined
asthethird level of multiplexing, operating at atotal signaling rate of 44.764 Mbps or the equivalent of 28 T-1 channels. A
DS-3 supports 672 channels each of 64 Kbps or has the payload of 28 x DS-1s.

10. “DSL” means Digital Subscriber Line, atechnology which provides high-bandwidth information to homes and small
businesses over ordinary copper telephone lines. DSL is continuously connected and is capable of carrying both data and
voice signals over the sameline.

15. “Resale” means a category of local exchange service provided by obtaining dial tone and associated telecommunications
services from another provider through the purchase of finished servicesfor resaleto its end user customers.

16. "Special access" isthe provision of access, other than switched access, to alocal exchange network for the purpose of
enabling a provider to originate or terminate telecommunications service within the exchange, including the use of local private
lines. The use of alocal private line can be aspecial accessif the other requirements for special access are met. To the extent
that private lines do not provide such access, they cannot be regulated as special access.
